Applicants stated that all of the claims read on the elected species/invnetion in their 3/20/07 Response. However, this 
appears to be in error. The amendment filed on 12/1 1/06 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention (i.e., Group IV drawn to 
a library of proteins) and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected inveniton (i.e., Group III drawn to the currently claimed 
"genetic packages") is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). Thus, all pending claims (i.e., 227-248) are drawn to the non-elected Group 
111 invention because all of the claims are drawn to "genetic packages" as set forth in Group 111 (e.g., see 2/28/05 Restriction, page 2, 
paragraph 1).
